A Year Of A Great Jubilee 


The Story Of The National Shrine 
Of The Immaculate Conception 


NEXT year (1954) will be observed as “Mary’s Year” through- 

out the world because it will mark the centenary of the 
promulgation of the dogma of Mary's Immaculate Conception. 
It will have special significance in the United States because 
eight years before this doctrine was proclaimed universally—or in 
the year 1846—the then Bishops of the United States drafted a 
petition to be sent to.Pope Pius [IX requesting him to designate 
Mary Immaculate as the Patroness of our nation. The Holy Father 
acceded to this request, in January, 1847, by a special letter. 
Many Bishops dedicated their dioceses to Mary Immaculate, and 
numerous Cathedrals and other churches chose her as their 
Patroness. 


The last Plenary Council of Baltimore, held in 1884, gave 
favorable consideration to the erection of a National Shrine to 
Mary. 


Bishop Shahan First Proposed Shrine 


Forty years ago (1913) the late Bishop Shahan, rector of the 
Catholic University of America, inaugurated a movement to 
erect in the capital of our nation, on the Catholic University 
Ours was one 
of few countries in the world which did not have at least one or 
two great monuments to Christ's Mother. 


Bishop Shahan visited Rome in August, 1913, and outlined 
his plan for a beautiful Shrine to Mary Immaculate to Pope Pius 
X. This Pontiff, now beatified, not only approved the idea, but 
told the Bishop that he would send a special Apostolic Benediction 
to all collectors and contributors, and he promised Bishop Shahan 
a “magnificent gift. the product of the papal mosaic works, to be 
placed behind the high altar when erected.” 


Cardinal Gibbons Said ‘Go Ahead’ 


Upon his return home Bishop Shahan received a letter, dated 
December 26, 1913, from His Eminence Cardinal Gibbons, of

*¢). EDGAR Hoover, Director of 
the FBI, announced today 
(April 27) that all categories of 
major crime increased last year 
end that both rural and urban 
crime rose by more than eight per 
cent over 1951." These are the 
opening lines of the FBI's Annual! 
Lniform Crime Reports for 1952 
The words are not reassuring. 
But even less reassuring were the 
figures on juvenile crime Mr 
Hoover states “of the 1.110.675 ar 
rests reported—147.632 or 13 per 
cent, were of persons whe had not 
reached their 21st birthday. 


“Persons under 21 years of ag 
accounted for 372 per cent of the 
arrests for robbery, 469 per cent 
of the larceny arrests, 61.7 per cent 
of the burglary arrests and 686 
per cent of arrests for auto theft.” 


The FBI chief further states. 
“more than 13 per cent of the 
persons arrested for auto theft 
were youngsters who had not 


reached their fifteenth birthday.” 

But there is another report 
which has just been issued This 
one, lying side by side with the 
FBI report on our desk, is that of 
the National Recreation Associa- 
tion. According to this report, the 
NRA is enjoying its most useful 
year since its founding some years 
ago. It is serving hundreds of recre 
ational and playground direct: 
and through them millions 
American Youth 


The NRA report is typical, we 
might say, of what many other 
youth serving agencies have to say 
about their own activities. These 
acencies range all the way from 
the Boy Scouts to the corner teen- 
canteen, from Police _ Athletic 
Leagues (PAL clubs) to the now 
growing Little Leagues in base- 
ball; they imclude many associa 
tions for girls as well. All of them, 
like the NRA report continued pro 
gress in the job of providing for 
the leisure time activities of our 
nation’s youth

The parents of adolescents 
may well take heart today, and lay 
their problems before the Father 
in humble supplication in the name 
of the Risen Savior, who assures 
them, “He will give it to you.” And 
what parent of a teen-ager doesn't 
have problems’ 


Today we will take up a few of 
these problems. One common tend- 
ency of adolescents is antagonism 
to authority. In childhood the au- 
thority of parents, and any one else 
for that matter, was respected and 
ry without question. But sud. 
denly the adolescent begins to 
question or even to defy authority, 
not only of parents, but also of 
teachers, and even of the Church 


The same boy who never ques 
tions the stringent rules of an 
athletic coach may chafe under a 
mild parental regulation. The stu 
dent council at school may set u 
stringent penalties and the yout 
submit without protest, whereas 
these same adolescents may rebel 
loudly at a simpler ordinance of 
school or principal 


In order to understand this ap 

rent contradiction in the youth 

t is necessary to study some of his 

tendencies. There is at 

one and the same time that strong 

impulse for self-assertion and in- 

dependence and also that feeling 

for a need for security that goes 

with dependence on at least some 
authority. 


Coercion In Trifles 


His desire for social approval! 
gains day by day, but he wants 
more than all else the social ap 


contradictions are not easily ana 
lyzed nor remedied, for many fact 
ors afe usually at work. 


There may be coercion in trifles 
Adolescents are naturally given to 
fads. Any fashion that chances to 
invade a group, spreads as rapidly 
as an epidemic. These may refer to 
clothing, articles of adornment, or 
even to speech. As a rule they are 
not really harmful, and always are 
rather short-lived. Prohibitions and 
tirades against them by the elders 
only serve to antagonize the ado 
lescents, and cause further rebel. 
lion against authority. Usually it is 
better to ignore these things so 
long as they really are but trifles, 
and not of real consequence. When 
no moral question is involved, no 
harm is done 


At other times defiance of au 

thority is engendered by pressure 
put upon academic achievement. If 
not from the parents, it could be 
on the part of the teacher. Making 
impossible demands upon a youth 
who really does not have the abil 
ty to meet them can and does at 
times result in rebellion against all 
authority. Here a careful investiga 
tion is in order. Constant nagging 
will only serve to make matters 
worse. If a boy or girl is doing the 
best within his capacities, the adult 
should be satisfied, and let the 
outh know he is satisfied with his 
onest efforts. There may be some 
other field of endeavor in which 
he can. “shine.” 


Think With Him 


The excessive domination of par- 
ents is another reason for rebellion 
against authority. Some adults 
never seem to realize that the 
“baby” has grown, and gradually 
he needs a greater degree of in- 
dependence. The adolescent cannot 
be expected to follow the same 


strict routine as his six-or eight- | 
year-old brother or sister. 

The adult who seeks to under- 
Stand these tendencies of youth, 
will not find it too difficult to cope 
with them. If the adolescent is 
treated as a rson, with a mind 
that can think, in most cases he | 
will be reasonable. If he knows he 
can approach Dad or Mother with a 
problem, and will receive sympa- 
thetic unde and help to a 
solution that/he thinks he can make 
and wants to make» rather than 
complete dictatorship on the prob-| 
lem, he will not only consult his 

rents, but even be eager to do so. 

mn this way, father and son are a 
team; or, mother and daughter 
work as a team, the elder listening 
patiently to the thoughts and ideas 
of the younger, and guiding where 
there is need instead of saying, 
“You must do thus and thus. It’s 
always been the rule in this house.” 

True, at times the youth's ideas 
may at first seem silly to the) 
grown-up, but on further analysis, | 
one sometimes finds them to be 
quite worthwhile. Where no moral 
question is involved the parents 
can often gain greater confidence 
of the youth by giving in to some 
of his ideas. Let them bring their
